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Troy  University  this  year  dedicated  its  new  four-building 
Trojan  Village,  a  residential  four-story  complex  that  will  add 
254  new  beds  to  the  campus. 

Situated  on  six  acres  of  land  on  the  campus'  western  edge, 
Trojan  Village  offers  apartment-style  living  arrangements  in 
either  two-  or  four-bedroom  suites. 

Each  suite  consists  of  shared  bathroom  facilities,  a  kitchen- 
ette and  private  bedrooms,  in  addition  to  a  common  living 
room  area.  Each  room  is  equipped  with  high-speed  Internet 
and  cable  television  connections  and  the  complex  includes  a 
convenience  store,  a  fitness  center  and  a  student  lounge. 

Ground  was  broken  on  the  university's  largest-ever  building 
project  on  Aug.  4,  20(H).  Owned  by  the  Troy  University  Foun- 
dation and  leased  to  the  university's  housing  office,  Trojan 
Village  was  designed  and  developed  by  Ambling  University 
Development  Group  of  Valdosta,  Ga.  Whaley  Construction 
of  Troy  was  the  general  contractor. 

Revenues  from  student  leases  will  be  used  to  repay  the 
construction  debt  of  about  $24  million. 

Construction  on  the  first  two  buildings  was  completed  in  10 
months.  The  final  two  buildings  were  completed  b)  August 
2007.  More  than  200,000  square  feet  of  door  covering  was 
installed.  Some  1.1  miles  of  wiring  was  installed  in  the  com 
plex.  About  500,000  bricks  were  laid  during  the  construe  lion 
process.

Blood  drives  are  a  wonderful  way  to  give  back  to  the  community.  This  year  many  students  participated  in 
the  various  blood  drives  on  campus.  These  were  all  successful.  Students  have  realized  the  importance  of  blood 
drives  and  each  one  had  a  great  turnout. 

On  Nov.  13  and  15,  2007,  Troy  University  held  the  first  ever  "Blood  Bowl."  This  was  an  event  that  both  Troy 
and  Middle  Tennessee  State  University,  Troy's  Sunbelt  rival,  participated  in  to  see  who  could  give  the  most. 

Not  only  did  they  compete  for  the  Palladium  trophy  this  year,  they  also  competed  to  see  who  could  give 
more  "pints  of  school  spirit."  Troy  University  gave  a  total  of  162  pints  of  blood.  Over  200  people  showed  up  to 
donate  blood.  "It's  something  that  I  have  that  I  can  give  for  free,  and  it  doesn't  take  a  lot  of  work,"  said  Amy 
Scaro,  a  junior  majoring  in  broadcast  journalism.  This  competition  was  in  conjunction  with  the  football  game 
against  MTSU  on  November  20,  2007. 

Alyssa  Boates,  a  freshman  majoring  in  Elementary  Education,  said,  "I  think  that  blood  drives  are  a  great  way 
to  help  out  and  they  impact  this  community,  as  well  as  others." 

Troy  University  sponsors  many  blood  drives  throughout  the  semester.  There  is  even  one  during  the  summer 
semester  thanks  to  the  SGA.  The  SGA  also  sponsors  blood  drives  in  the  spring  and  the  fall. 

Students  here  at  Troy  are  dedicated  to  the  cause.  They  stand  in  lines,  go  through  having  their  blood 
drawn, and  still  attend  their  classes.    On  the  day  of  a  blood  drive,  you  will  find  many  students  in  the  Trojan 
Center  Ballrooms  waiting  in  line  to  help  out  their  fellow  Americans.

Troy  might  be  a  college  town,  but  college  students  want  to  live  their  dreams  of  becoming  rock  stars  and 
even  legends.  Well,  maybe  they  won't  be  legendary  outside  of  Troy  city  but  the  boys  of  Porcelain  Red,  Cry  Wolf 
and  Black  Tie  Affair  certainly  have  their  own  notoriety  among  the  throngs  of  fans  at  their  shows. 

Certainly  there  are  advantages  of  being  in  a  band  but  with  the  good  comes  the  work.  For  bands,  practice 
really  does  make  perfect.  Black  Tie  Affair  lead  singer  Kyle  Sage  says  that  the  number  of  practices  related  to  how 
well  previous  shows  went.  Although  a  dream,  practices  had  to  fit  in  between  band  members1  hectic  schedules  of 
class  and  other  jobs. 

It  might  be  all  fun  and  games  on  stage  but  for  every  one-hour  on  stage  usually  these  bands  spend  about 
three  times  that  working  to  perfect  their  music.  "Being  in  a  band  is  a  job  that  is  structured  more  like  a  team  sport. 
A  lot  of  hard  work  goes  in  to  preparation,  and  if  each  member  is  not  in  perfect  sync  then  it  just  won't  work,"  said 
Greg  Bowen  guitarist  of  Cry  Wolf.  Arthur  Gaudet  of  Porcelain  Red  said,  "Being  in  a  band  is  insanity  at  best.  But 
it's  also  one  of  the  most  difficult  thing  that  anyone  could  do." 

Most  bands  around  Troy  play  covers  of  beloved  '80s  music  and  classic  rock  songs.  "If  performances  get 
redundant  then  we  would  practice  more  and  try  to  add  new  material  [to  the  line  up]"  said  Sage. 

Clay  Kelley,  bass  guitarist  of  Black  Tie  Affair,  said  that  his  favorite  gig  of  any  that  the  band  has  performed 
so  far  would  have  to  be  the  hometown  fans  who  attend  their  concerts  at  the  Double  Branch  Bar  and  Grill.  Sage  on 
the  other  hand  said,  his  favorite  performance  was  the  Delta  Chi  fraternities'  annual  Luau.  "Probably  my  favorite 
gig  was  when  we  opened  for  Eleven  at  Delta  Chi's  Luau.  My  parents  drove  four  hours  for  the  show,  all  my 
friends  were  there,  and  we  were  playing  on  some  really  professional  equipment,"  said  Sage. 

Like  bands  that  travel  all  over  the  world,  the  crew  people  and  other  member  of  the  band  become  closer. 
"Band  mates  become  like  family.  You  sometimes  spend  more  time  with  them  than  you  do  without,  and  with 
common  goals  you  all  tend  to  get  real  tight,"  said  Bowen. 

Having  the  courage  to  get  up  on  stage  and  face  tons  of  critics  every  night  can  be  daunting  to  some  but 
these  men  revel  in  the  spotlight.  They  love  the  applause  and  fame  and  the  rush  they  get  after  a  good  night's 
show.  "Seeing  people  sing  along,  relive  important  moments  in  their  lives,  and  feel  the  music  when  we  play  is  an 
extremely  satisfying  feeling.  It's  for  that  reason  that  every  gig  we've  done  so  far  has  been  worth  every  bit  of  hard 
work  to  get  there,"  said  Guadet.

Beginning  college  is  a  key  life  transiton.  Whether  you  move 
away  from  home  or  live  close  enough  to  continue  living  with  family, 
you  will  assume  greater  responsibility,  meet  a  variety  of  diverse  people 
and  adjust  to  the  academic  demands  of  college  life. 

Troy's  New  Student  Oriention,  IMPACT,  is  designed  to  cater 
to  your  every  need  while  beginning  college  at  Troy.  You  will  begin  the 
process  of  transition  to  your  new  college  environment.  At  IMPACT, 
you  will  meet  new  people,  learn  how  to  get  involved  in  campus  and 
register  for  fall  classes:  three  essential  elements  which  will  foster  a  successful  transi- 
tion to  the  Troy  family. 

Freshmen  session  one  began  with  a  check-in  and  group  assignment.  Two 
IMPACT  leaders  head  each  small  group  of  25  to  30  students,  organized  by  a  group 
color.  During  the  first  day,   freshmen  visit  with  the  academic  department  of  their 
interest.  In  the  second  session,  students  worked  with  an  IMPACT  staff  member  to 
organize  a  class  schedule,  learned  how  to  register  online  and  left  with  a  fall  semes- 
ter schedule  of  classes  in  hand. 

Not  only  is  this  major  life  transition  important  for  students,  but  if  s  also  ini 
portant  for  the  parents  or  guardians.    A  parent  orientation  was  offered  the  first  day 
of  freshmen  session.    Parents  sign-in  at  the  Stadium  Club  at  Trojan  Tower  and  enjoy 
a  complimentary  breakfast.  They  are  provided  with  information  on  student  services, 
expenses  and  how  to  assist  their  child's  transition  to  college.  Parents  also  have  the 
opportunity  to  meet  with  selected  faculty  members  and  current  Troy  students.

Keeping  Troy  Campus  a  Safe  Place 


Many  university  students  and  personnel  were  led  to  safety  points 
around  campus  on  Sept  26,  2007  as  Troy  experienced  its  first  safety  drill. 
The  "security  crisis"  for  this  drill  included  a  "potential"  explosion  and  a 
subsequent  mock  fire  in  the  Math-Science  Complex  (MSCX).  The  entire  drill 
lasted  almost  30  minutes  from  the  first  !)11  call  to  the  last  "all  clear." 

The  drill  set  in  place  by  Troy's  security  drill  team  included  situations 
in  which  third-semester  nursing  students  and  other  volunteers  were  asked 
to  play  the  role  of  victims  set  up  around  campus.  Cards  outlining  the  inju- 
ries were  attached  to  the  "explosion  victims"  bodies  and  included  pertinent 
information  about  the  injuries  and  which  triage  categories  the  injuries  were 
classified  as. 

The  drill  which  was  supposed  to  start  at  10  a.m.,  was  kicked  into  ac- 
tion with  a  call  to  Dean  of  Student  Services  Herb  Reeves'  office  at  11:20  due 
to  delay  that  was  caused  by  a  real  fire  in  downtown  Troy.  Phone  calls  were 
exchanged  as  Reeves  went  about  logging  into  Troy's  SOS  system  and  mes- 
saging all  subscribers  to  the  site.  Messages  were  sent  at  11:26  a.m. 

People  occupying  with  Cowart  Hall,  Adams  Administration  and  the 
MSCX  were  disrupted  from  their  daily  routine  to  be  escorted  out  of  the 
buildings.  Alarms  in  the  MSCX  went  off  and  the  building  was  cleared  by 
11:28  a.m.  and  checked  for  casualties.  All  students  within  the  building  were 
ushered  to  the  faculty  parking  lot  next  to  Smith  Hall  as  the  fire  department 
stormed  the  building. 

Two  "victims"  were  carried  out  of  the  MSCX  by  11:31  a.m.  "I 
thought  it  was  a  very  real-life  experience,"  said  Anna  Marie  Wolfe,  a  senior 
math  education  major  from  Brantley.  Wolfe  suffered  a  "significant  head  in- 
jury" in  the  course  of  the  drill. 

The  Adams  Administration  building  alarm  sounded  at  11:30  a.m. 
as  faculty  and  administration  journeyed  to  Wallace  and  Bibb  Graves  halls. 
Reeves  then  received  a  call  from  the  city's  fire  chid,  who  said  it  would  be 
advisable  to  evacuate  Cowart  Hall.  Cowart  Hall  was  checked  for  lull  evacua 
tion  by  11:35  a.m.,  with  all  students  accounted  for  by  1 1:37a.m. 

An  "all  clear"  was  issued  at  11:17  a.m.  from  the  sos.troy.edu  web  site 
and  all  alarms  were  cut  off  by  1 1:50a.m.  Troy's  CAT  reported  "five  injuries" 
which  would  base  been  transported  to  Trov  Regional  Hospital  if  the  situa 
tion  were,  indeed,  a  reality,  and  one  "casualty"  as  a  result  ol  injuries  mini  red 
from  the  explosion. 

"This  drill  has  been  a  serious  effort  to  replicate  a  situation  we  hope 
never  happens  at  Troy  University  or  anywhere  else,"  mi\s  Chancellor  Jack 
Hawkins  Jr.  said  after  the  drill.  "We've  learned  a  lot  from  this  lesson," 

"What  we're  looking  lor  is  feedback  whether  positive  oi  negative," 
said  Reeves. 

"This  will  help  us  prepare  for  a  real  emergency  crisis,"  said  Wolfe,  "li 
helps  not  only  students,  but  the  lire  department  and  police  department  be 
prepared  for  emergence  situations."

Troy  University  Theatre  presented  "Picasso  at  the  Lapin  Agile"  by  Steve  Martin,  the  well-known 
actor,  comedian  and  writer,  during  October  at  the  Trojan  Center  Theatre.

The  play  was  written  by  Jean  Baptiste  Pequelin  Moliere  and  translated  by 
Richard  Wilbur.  Known  for  his  witty  and  delightful  translations,  Wilbur's  genius 
in  using  rhymed  couplets  to  transfer  the  play  of  Moliere  to  the  stage  make  the 
language  not  only  sparkle,  but  also  accessible  to  a  modern 
audience.

Troy  University's  international  student  population  shared  some  authentic 
cultural  insights  for  the  annual  ISCO  Festival  on  April  5th.  It  was  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  event  and  coordinators  went  all  out  for  the  occasion. 
ISCO  members  showed  students  a  wide  range  of  cutural  aspects  with  food 
dress  and  belly  dancing. 

Visitors  of  this  year's  International  Student  Cultural  Organization  Festival 
took  part  in  an  experience  unlike  any  of  the  festivals  that  preceded  it. 

To  celebrate  the  festival's  25th  year,  Richard  Scott  Nokes,  faculty  advisor 
for  ISCO,  said  the  event  was  more  elegant  than  usual.

And  through  the  years,  Nokes  said  ISCO  itself  has  seen  changes  as  the 
international  student  population  continues  to  grow. 

"There  was  a  time  when  ISCO  was  a  group  just  for  international 
students  and  American  students,"  Nokes  said.  Nokes  said  this  has  now 
expanded  beyond  campus. 
"ISCO  has  transformed  into  a  meeting  place  between 
international  students  and  the  community,"  Nokes  said. 
Another  way  Nokes  said  he  has  seen  growth  in  Troy's  international 
student  programs  is  that  instead  of  just  one  international  student  organiza 
tion,  others  have  started  to  emerge. 

Nokes  said  since  international  students  have  been  a  part  of  Troy  Univ- 
erity,  they  have  benefited  the  other  students,  as  well  as  the  city  of  Troy. 
"I  think  the  indirect  way  they  contribute  is  simply  by  being  here  and 
bringing  the  world  to  Troy,"  he  said.  "Troy  students  are  going  to  go  out 
and  compete  on  a  global  scale,  not  just  in  Pike  County." 

In  addition,  Nokes  said  each  year  ISCO  sells  cookbooks  to  benefit  an 
organization  within  the  local  communities.

Speaks  to  Troys  College  of  Education 


U.S.  Sen.  Jeff  Sessions  met  with  Troy  University  College  of  Education  faculty  and  more  than  100 
students  in  the  Hawkins-Adams-Long  Hall  of  honor  to  promote  literacy  education.  He  was  introduced  by  Dr. 
Jack  Hawkins,  Jr.,  chancellor,  who  praised  Sessions  for  his  interest  in 
promoting  literacy  at  all  levels  of  education. 

The  senator  voiced  his  support  for  the  Striving  Readers  Pro- 
gram, which  would  provide  funding  nationwide  for  literacy  initiatives 
serving  students  in  grades  4-12  and  would  complement  the  Reading 
First  program  from  grades  K  through  3. 

Sessions'  support  of  education  has  ranged  across  financial  sup- 
port all  aspects  of  education  and  all  social  and  racial  lines  from  the  fiscal 
support  of  the  Rosa  Parks  Library,  Museum  and  Learning  Center  in 
2000  to  the  College  Cost  Reduction  Act  of  2007. 

Senator  Sessions  said  data  showed  that  70  percent  of  middle  and 
high  school  students  are  not  reading  on  grade  level,  leading  to  higher 
dropout  rates  and  higher  numbers  of  graduated  who  lack  the  reading 
skills  to  succeed  in  college  and  the  workplace. 

"If  you  can't  read  effectively,  then  tell  me  how  you  are  going  to 

do  high  school  work,"  Sen.  Sessions  said.  He  pointed  to  the 
success  of  the  Alabama  Reading  Iniative  as  a  model  of  teach- 
ing reading  that  is  being  copied  by  other  states,  including 
Florida  and  Massachusetts. 

Chancellor  Hawkins  and  Dr.  Lance  Tatum,  dean  of  Troy 
University's  College  of  Education,  presented  Sen.  Jeff  Ses- 
sions with  a  Troy  University  T-shirt  as  a  thank  you  for  speak- 
ing with  the  College  of  Education  about  the  importance  of 
literacy  initiatives  in  preparing  Alabama's  students  for  higher 
education  and  the  workplace. 

Dr.  Rhonda  Bowron,  of  the  College  of  Education,  said, 
"Senator  Session's  sustaining  support  and  care  for  our 
students  and  teachers  in  education  has  alwasays  been  of 
the  highest  intensity.  Our  parents,  educators  and  students,  and  start  are  indebted  to  Senator  Session  for  his 
expansive  support  and  concern," 

"I  think  that  Senator  Session's  has  done  a  great  job  for  Alabama  schools.  He  has  made  strong  efforts 
to  fund  literacy  by  supporting  the  Striving  Readers  Program,"  sasid  Amy  Campbell  a  Junior  from  Troy  Uni- 
versity majoring  in  Elementary  Education.

Two  New  Hawkins  Buildings 


The  Troy  University  Board  of  Trustees  named  two\  Troy  campus  buildings,  in  honor  of  Chancellor 
Dr.  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.,  and  Board  President  Pro-term  Doug  Hawkins.  The  University's  new  College  of  Educa- 
tion building  was  named  "Jack  Hawkins  Jr.  Hall"  and  the  Movie  Gallery  Veterans  Stadium  Athletic  Tower 
was  named  the  R.  Douglas  Hawkins  Tower. 

The  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.  College  of  Education  Building  will  be  a  five  story,  90,800  square-foot  building 
that  will  include  12  classrooms,  five  laboratories,  three  conference  rooms,  a  workroom  and  a  theatre-style 
auditorium  that  will  seat  140  students.  Space  for  expansion  will  be  available  in  the  building's  attic  and  base- 
ment. 

Chancellor  Hawkins  said  he  is  "honored  and  humbled"  by  the  Board  of  Trustee's  decision  to  name 
the  building  in  his  honor.  He  thanked  the  faculty  and  staff  for  their  support  of  his  administration. 

"This  building  may  have  my  name  on  it,  but  the  true  honor  goes  to  all  of  you  who  have  worked  so 
hard  to  make  this  university  the  best  it  can  be,"  he  said. 

In  naming  the  R.  Douglas  Hawkins  Tower,  trustees  said  Hawkins'  "vision,  commitment  to  excellence 
and  commitment  to  the  continued  expansion  of  Troy  University  has  produced  remarkable  results  and  has 
positioned  Troy  University  uniquely  and  favorably."   The  stadium's  press  box  has  carried  his  name  for  a 
number  of  years. 

The  athletic  tower  houses  weight  and  training  rooms,  a  sports  medicine  clinic,  athletic  training  educa- 
tion classrooms  and  student-athlete  computer  labs,  in  addition  to  the  press  box,  stadium  club  and  sky  boxes. 

In  presenting  the  resolution  to  name  the  athletic  tower,  Chancellor  Hawkins  told  trustees  that  Dr. 
Doug  Hawkins  was  a  true  Trojan. 

"Nobody  personifies  and  reflects  the  Trojan  Spirit  more  than  Dr.  Doug  Hawkins,"  said  Chancellor 
Hawkins.

Presents  Martel  VanZant 


The  13th  annual  Helen  Keller  Lecture  was  held  on  April  8,  2008,  at 
Troy  University  in  the  Claudia  Crosby  Theater.  Helen  Keller  was  an  Ala- 
bamian,  an  American  author  and  lecturer.  She  overcame  considerable  physi- 
cal handicaps  to  serve  as  an  inspiration  for  other  handicapped  people.  Keller 
was  stricken  with  an  acute  illness  that  left  her  blind  and  deaf  at  1!)  months 
old.  Every  year  at  Troy  University  a  lecture  is  held  in  her  honor. 

The  guest  speaker  this  year  at  the  lecture  was  Martel  VanZant.  Van- 
Zant  was  born  in  Tyler,  Texas,  to  Andre  and  Alice  VanZant.  He  was  born 
without  ear  drums  after  his  mother  contracted  chicken  pox  during  her  preg- 
nancy. 

Never  letting  his  deafness  slow   him  down,  VanZant  has  attended  reg- 
ular school  since  the  second  grade.  During  middle  school,  VanZant  played 
soccer  by  watching  the  body  language  of  his  coach  and  team  members  in 
order  to  play.  VanZant  went  on  to  play  football,  basketball  and  track,  always 
dreaming  of  being  in  the  NBA  or  the  NFL. 

During  his  senior  year  of  high  school  at  Tyler  Lee  High  School, 
Coach  Les  Miles  visited  and  was  willing  to  give  VanZant  a  chance  at  football 
This  was  the  beginning  of  VanZant's  career  as  an  Oklahoma  State  University 
Cowboy.  During  his  senior  year  at  college,  VanZant  suffered  a  dislocated 
ankle  tendon.  Despite  the  setback,  VanZant  hopes  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
play  in  the  National  Football  League,  a  childhood  dream. 

Joshua  Mclnnish  was  a  guest  pianist  at  the  Helen  Keller  Lecture. 
Mclnnish  was  born  legally  blind  with  a  condition  known  as  Peter's  Anomaly. 
He  has  undergone  approximately  20  operations  on  his  eyes.  Mclnnish  has  al 
ways  loved  music,  which  was  inspired  by  his  grandmother  who  took  him  to  . 
music  program  for  young  children.  Mclnnish  is  an  eighth  grader  at  Ashford 
High  School  in  Ashford,  AL  where  he  is  active  in  the  high  school  marching 
band,  playing  percussion.

Troy  takes  a  new  look  at  eating  healthy 


Troy  University  decided  to  kick  off  the  New  Year  in  a  healthy 
way  by  participating  in  the  program,  Scale  Back  Alabama. 

The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  promote  healthiness  by  encourag- 
ing people  to  exercise  and  lose  weight.  The  program  lasted  for 
10  weeks  and  the  mission  of  each  team  member  was  to  lose  10 
pounds.  There  was  a  total  of  four  members  per  team. 

The  Scale  Back  Alabama  program  is  supported  by  many  different 
organizations  that  include  the  Alabama  Hospital  Association,  the  Al 
abama  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  the  Alabama  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Industries.  Other  supporters  include  Barber's 
Dairies,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  of  Alabama. 

Troy  University  became  involved  in  the  Scale  Back  Alabama  after 
Ricky  Hazel,  director  of  athletic  media  relations,  heard  about  the 
program  on  television.  Hazel  said,  "Some  people  tend  to  forget  to  be 
conscious  of  their  health,  so  maybe  this  can  get  some  people  motivat- 
ted."  He  also  said,  "I  just  wanted  to  see  how  many  people  would  get 
involved." 

Jeff  Tate,  a  junior  psychology  major  from  Birmingham,  Ala.,  said,  "I 
think  it's  a  great  motivation  to  get  people  to  eat  healthier  and  such." 

A  total  of  62  teams  from  the  Troy  campus  participated  in  the 
event.  Each  group  that  reached  their  weight  loss  goal  of  40  pounds 
was  put  into  a  drawing  for  each  team  member  to  win  $1,000.  Other 
participants,  who  reached  the  goal  of  losing  10  pounds,  were  put  into 
another  drawing  that  included  20  cash  rewards  of  $250  each. 

Erin  Warde,  a  junior  English  major  from  Montgomery,  said.  "I  think 
the  campaign  is  a  good  one,  with  national  statistics  regarding  obesity. 
But  if  Troy  really  wants  to  promote  health  within  students,  the  ad 
ministration  should  look  into  providing  healthier  options  for  students 
living  on  ( ampus."

Troy  at  a  Glance 


Troy  University  is  a  public,  comprehensive  university  with  its  main  campus  in  Troy,  Alabama.  Troy  University 
also  operates  three  other  campuses  in  Alabama  and  more  than  60  teaching  sites  in  16  U.S.  states  and  11  countries 
outside  the  United  States  and  one  U.S.  territory.  Founded  in  1887,  Troy  offers  70  majors. 

Worldwide  almost  30,000  students  from  50  U.S.  states  and  more  than  50  nations  students  are  enrolled  at  Troy. 
Top  five  nations  sending  students  to  Troy-,  including  China,  Nepal,  Japan,  South  Korea  and  India. 

Troy's  academic  structure  is  organized  into  five  colleges  —  Arts  and  Science,  Business,  Communication  and 
Fine  Arts,  Education,  and  Health  and  Human  Services. 

Troy  University  also  offers  academic  support.  The  university  offers  adaptive  needs  counselors  to  help  those 
students  with  learning  disabilities.  The  Writing  Center  assists  students  who  need  help  to  polish  their  writing  skills  and 
the  Natural  Science  Center  provides  tutoring  in  mathematics  and  science  skills. 

Some  three-fourths  of  campus  professors  hold  the  terminal  degree.  Most  Troy  classes  are  taught  by  faculty 
members  and  not  teaching  assistants.  The  student  teacher  ratio  is  19  to  1. 

Troy  University  housing  has  1 1  residence  halls,  which  offer  apartment-,  suite-  and  traditional-style  rooms  for 
on-campus  living  on  the  Troy  campus.  Also,  commercially  owned  apartment  complexes  are  located  with  n  walking 
distance  of  the  campus. 

University  athletics  have  eight  men's  and  nine  women's  intercollegiate  athletic  teams.  Teams  compete  in  Divi- 
sion 1-A,  the  highest  level  of  NCAA  play.  Troy  University's  athletic  teams  compete  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference. 

The  university  library  has  approximately  400,000  volumes  and  a  wide  variety  of  resources  in  multiple  formats, 
including  multimedia,  such  as  CD  ROM,  video,  audiocassettes,  etc.  In  addition,  the  library  offers  a  wide  variety  of 
WTeb-based  research  tools  and  links. 

Troy  also  offers  a  career  service  for  students  to  help  them  get  a  good  start  on  their  career  of  choice.  On-cam- 
pus job  interviews,  job  fairs,  resume  services,  aptitude  testing,  and  advice  and  counseling  on  choosing  a  major  and  a 
career  path. 

At  a  glance,  Troy  University  has  so  much  to  offer  to  its  students;  such  —  great  character,  academic  structure,  a 
great  faculty  and  so  much  more.

Who  says  Troy  isn't  ready  for 
the  big  time?  In  the  past  four 
years,  the  Trojans  have  beaten 
two  teams  from  the  Big  12  and 
two  from  Conference  USA. 

"We  have  history  to  show  that 
we've  done  this  before,"  Troy 
head  coach  Larry  Blakeney 
said. 

The  Trojans'  latest  conquest 
came  at  home  in  the  fall, 

when  the  men  of  Troy  put  a  41-23  whuppin  on 
Oklahoma  State  at  Movie  Gallery  Stadium.They 
had  beaten  Missouri,  another  Big  12  team,  in  2004 
and  Conference  USA's  Marshall  and  UAB. 

Troy  entered  the  game  as  as  an  11 -point 
underdog. 

"We  knew  this  was  a  good  football  team," 
Cowboy  head  coach  Mike  Gundy  said  of  the 
Trojans.  "We  were  very  aware  of  the  quarterback 
(Omar  Haugabook)  and  the  success  they've  had 
here  in  the  past." 

Whether  they  were  aware  of 
Haugabook  is  questionable  as  he 
chewed  up  the  Cowboy  defense 
for  a  career-high  371  passing 
yards,  430  all-purpose  yards  and 
three  touchdowns. 

"We  always  want  to  go  out 
there  and  feel  like  we  can  do 
good  no  matter  who  we  play," 
Haugabook  said.  "I'd  like  to 
thank  my  offensive  linemen, 
they  blocked  pretty  good,  and 
my  receivers  made  a  lot  of  plays 
and  also  the  running  game  really 
picked  up  in  this  game." 

Haugabook  continued.  "It  was  our  first  home 
game  and  we  had  a  lot  of  fans  come  out  there  to 
support  us,"  he  added.  "The  coach  has  always 
tola  us  you  never  lose  at  home,  you  always  fight 
because  you've  got  to  protect  your  home." 

And  while  Haugabook  and  his  offensive 
teammates  dominated  the  Cowboy  defense,  the 
Trojan  defense  looked  just  as  impressive. 


"We  did  a  good  job  with  both 
sides  of  the  ball  and  all  three 
phases,"  said  senior  linebacker 
Marcus  Richardson.  "I  knew  we 
could  do  it  on  that  scale  if  we 
worked  and  we  played  the  way 
we  should  have. 

Richardson  went  on.  "At 
the  end  of  the  day  I'm  pretty 
satisfied,  but  I  know  that  we 
got  a  lot  more  work  to  do,"  he 
added. 

The  Trojans'  motto  -  Anywhere,  Any  Time  -  will 
again  be  invoked  in  the  2008  season.  The  team  will 
face  Oklahoma  State  again,  this  time  in  Stillwater, 
Okla., 

But  wait,  it  gets  better  (or  worse,  depending  on 
your  point  of  view). 

In  the  second  game  of  the  season,  Troy  will 
travel  to  Baton  Rouge  to  take  on  reigning  national 
champions,  LSU.

The  Trojans,  however,  weren't  daunted  by  this  challenge, 
shutting  out  the  Indians,  27-0. 

"The  big  talk  is  about  what  they  have  done  to  us  in  the 
past,"  Haugabook  said.  "We  can't  really  think  about  the  past 
and  get  so  amped  up  because  of  what  they  did  because  it's 
a  new  year." 

"If  we  keep  thinking  about  what  they  did  in  the  past,  the 
past  is  gonna  come  back  and  bite  you  again,"  Haugabook 
added. 

"So  we  need  to  just  forget  about  that.  I  understand  it's  a 
new  season,  it's  a  new  team,  so  you  can't  really  think  about 
the  past,  but  you've  got  to  think  about  the  present." 

The  Trojans  also  realize  that,  even  while  facing  opponents 
who  have  seemingly  struggled  this  season,  like  the  Indians, 
they  must  remain  focused  to  win  a  conference  champion- 
ship. 

"When  it's  time  to  play  that  Saturday  afternoon,  every- 
body's got  to  give  it  their  all,"  Haugabook  said.

With  the  motto, 
"Anytime.  Anywhere," 
on  their  minds,  the  Troy 
Trojans  traveled  to  Athens, 
Ga.,  Nov.  3  to  take  on  the 

Bulldogs,  then  ranked  No.  1 0  in  the  nation.  And  but  for  two  minutes  in  the  game,  the 
Trojans  could  have  pulled  out  the  major  upset. 

Those  two  minutes,  the  last  minute  of  the  first  half  and  the  final  minute  of  the  third 
quarter  produced  28  of  the  Bulldogs'  points  in  a  44-34  homecoming  victory  over  the 
Trojans. 

After  trading  scores  and  turnovers,  the  scoreboard  read  10-10  in  the  second  quarter. 

That  changed,  though,  late  in  the  quarter  when  Georgia's  Thomas  Flowers  returned 
a  Gregg  Whibbs  punt  to  near  midfield.  It  took  the  Bulldogs  just  three  plays  to  cover  52 
yards,  with  the  final  22  coming  on  a  post  pass  from  quarterback  Matthew  Stafford  to  tight 
end  Tripp  Chandler  with  45  seconds  left  in  the  half. 

With  a  17-10  lead,  the  Bulldogs  kicked  short  to  avoid  kick  return  specialist  Leodis 
McKelvin  and  Troy  sophomore  Travis  Boyd  was  unable  to  handle  the  kick,  giving  the 
ball  back  to  Georgia  at  the  Troy  43.  The  Bulldogs  needed  just  five  plays  to  score  their 
second  touchdown  in  the  final  minute  of  the  half,  with  Stafford  hitting

Senior  Amy  Lewis,  starting  guard  for  the  Troy  University  Lady 
Trojans  basketball  team,  was  invited  to  attend  the  Phoenix  Mercury's 
preseason  camp  on  the  final  day  of  the  2008  WNBA  draft,  making 
the  first  cut  of  the  championship  team.  She  will  travel  with  the  Mer- 
cury for  their  preseason  opener  on  the  East  Coast. 

"She  was  absolutely  stoked,"  said  her  father,  Roger.  "She  had  been 
told  during  the  season  that  a  couple  of  teams  had  been  looking  at 
her,  including  Phoenix  and  Atlanta,  but  we  thought  it  could  be  a 
string-along.'"

Lewis  played  just  over  27  minutes  in  the  Mercury's  preseason 
opener  against  Connecticut  May  4,  scoring  six  points  on  2-of-5  shoot- 
ing from  the  floor. 

Lewis,  21,  was  born  in  Hamilton,  Victoria,  Australia,  where  she 
played  four  seasons  for  the  Eltham  Basketball  Club,  leading  the  team 
to  the  Victoria  state  club  championship. 

Lewis  was  an  emergency  starter  for  the  Australian  U21  world  cham- 
pionship team  in  2007,  was  also  a  member  of  the  Gems  squad  and  played  for  Australia  at  the  U17 
Oceania  championships  in  2004. 

She  started  all  29  games  as  a  freshman  at  Troy  University  in  the  2004-05  season,  finishing  second 
on  the  team  in  scoring  with  an  average  of  12.8  points  per  game  and  was  named  the  Atlantic-Sun 
Freshman  of  the  year. 

She  started  all  27  games  of  the  2005-06  season,  finishing  second 
on  the  team  in  scoring  with  an  average  of  10.8  points  per  game. 

As  a  junior  she  started  all  29  games  of  the  2006-07  season,  lead- 
ing the  team  in  scoring  with  an  average  of  15.2  points  per  game 
and  leading  the  team  in  total  points,  scoring  440  points  and  join- 
ing the  Troy  University  1,000-point  club. 

Lewis  was  named  First  Team  All-Sun  Belt  Conference  March  4, 
2008. 

"This  is  a  great  honor  for  Amy,"  coach  Murphy  said.  "I  am  sure 
she  will  share  this  with  her  teammates,  with  the  type  of  season 
that  she  has  had.  She  has  been  named  to  every  All-Tournament 
Team  we  have  played  at,  and  was  named  Most  Outstanding

Hammer  came  to  Troy  after 
being   named  first  team  all-state  during 
her  junior  and  senior  year  of  her  high 
school  career. 

She  played  at  Caravel  Academy 
in  Bear,  Del,,  for  three  years  and  was 
named  Player  of  the  Year  in  2005.

The  2007  men's  and  women's  cross  country 
team  had  an  impressive  season  that  landed 
them  in  the  NCAA  Division  I  South  Re- 
gion CC  Championships  at  the  University  of 
Florida  in  Gainesville. 

Both  teams  began  their  seasons  with  the  Crimson  Tide  Invitational.  The 
men  finished  with  a  sixth-place  ranking  and  a  total  time  of  2:18:32.24  and 
total  score  of  181.  The  women  finished  with  a  ranking  of  10  and  a  total  time 
of  1:47:00.06  and  total  score  of  252.

Dr.  Steve  Padgett  is  the  director  of  the  Hall  School  of 
Journalism,  but  if  you  ever  find  yourself  wandering  around 
Wallace  Hall  you'll  find  he's  affectionately  known  as  the 
professor  who  doesn't  wear  shoes. 

Padgett  is  a  self-described  "accidental  college  student" 
who  was  drafted  into  the  U.  S.  Army  at  the  age  of  19.  He 
didn't  plan  on  attending  college  until  he  earned  the  GI  bill, 
which  meant  if  he  went  to  college  he  would  receive  money 
at  the  end  of  every  month.  "It  was  an  incredible  deal,"  he 
said. 

Padgett  has  always  known  he  wanted  to  work  in  the 
field  of  journalism.  While  he  was  in  high  school,  he  worked 
at  "the  big  rock  'n'  roll  radio  station"  in  Jacksonville,  Fla. 
According  to  Padgett,  people  who  work  in  radio  usually 
have  a  quirky  personality  and  do  zany  things  which  is  "so 
unlike  me,"  he  said  with  a  smile.  After  high  school,  he 
worked  in  the  West  Palm  Beach  area  as  a  weekend  news 
anchor  and  a  weekday  reporter. 

Even  while  he  was  serving  in  the  army,  Padgett  was 
involved  in  the  field  of  journalism,  working  for  the  Armed 
Forces  Network.  He  said  he  had  the  privilege  of  working 

with  many  big  name  individuals  and  that  his  section  chief  was  a  former  producer  for  "60  Minutes."  The  first 

interview  he  conducted  while  working  for  AFN  was  with  Colonel  Pierre  Fink,  one  of  the  three  physicians  who 

performed  the  autopsy  on  President  John  F.  Kennedy  at  Walter  Reed  Hospital. 

While  working  for  AFN,  Padgett  said  he  learned  how  to  conduct  interviews.  He  was  advised  to  go  into  an 

interview  with  questions,  but  to  not  "write 

down  more  than  two  questions,"  he  said. 

"You  listen  to  the  interview,  and  you  run  the 

interview  off  of  what  is  being  said."

move  from  typewriters  to  computers,  a  transition  that 

primarily  benefited  the  school  of  journalism  but  had 

residual  effects  on  the  whole  university. 

When  the  campus  was  first  being  networked, 

Padgett  served  on  the  networking  committee, 

and  when  the  library  and  Wallace  Hall  became 

networked,  J-school  was  born.  Because  of  Dr. 

Padgett's  technological  ability,  the  journalism  school 

had  its  own  Web  server. 

When  other  faculty  members  wanted  in  on 

the  benefits  of  the  J-school  server,  Padgett  became 

the  supervisor  of  Spectrum,  Troy  University's  faculty 

Web  server.  He  is  also  responsible  for  the  birth  and 

maintenance  of  Prism,  the  server  for  Troy  University 

students.  Prism  was  created  as  the  result  of  Padgett 

showing  a  German  international  student's  Web  site 

praising  the  university  to  the  council  of  the  deans. 
When  faced  with  the  question  of  whether 

he  feels  students  graduating  from  the  Hall  School 

of  Journalism  are  adequately  prepared  for  the  competitive  world  of  journalism,  Padgett  answered,  "Emphatic,  alh 

yes."  He  said  that  he  taught  at  a  larger  state  university  where  the  emphasis  was  solely  on  the  theoretical. 

"Theories  are  an  important  part  of  the  communication  process,  but  having  worked  in  the  industry,  I 

always  felt  that  it  was  very  important  that  people  getting  a  degree 
in  journalism,  in  addition  to  being  able  to  talk  about  theories, 
needed  to  do  something,"  he  said.  And  Tro)  University  was 
where  he  found  that.  When  he  first  arrived  at  Troy,  he  thought, 
"This  is  incredibly  exciting;  this  is  exactl)  what  I'm  looking  lor." 

Padgett  said  that  what  attracted  him  to  Tro)  was  the 
philosophy  of  the  Hall  School  of  Journalism.  "We  tr\  to  balance 
that  theoretical  approach  with  a  practical  application."  he  said. 
"Both  are  important." 

Padgett  is  often  more  exuberant  than  students.  '"II  there's 
someone  causing  a  commotion,  it's  usuall)  inc."  he  said    In 
fact,  Padgett  has  been  confronted  about  his  use  of  music  in  the 
classroom.  "I've  worked  in  a  lot  of  newsrooms,"  he  said.  "I've 
never  worked  in  a  quiet  newsroom." 

He  compared  a  newsroom  to  controlled  chaos.  u]  create 
chaos  in  the  classroom."  he  said.  "I  create  commotion  in  the 
classroom,  but  I'm  doing  ii  on  purpose  and  I'm  having  Inn  doing 
it."

A  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Athletic  Train- 
ing is  one  of  the  majors  within  this  program.

That's  the  advice  Dr.  Peter  Howard  gives  his 
students  when  faced  with  the  question  of  travel. 
"Don't  wait  for  someone  to  take  you,"  he  says. 

Dr.  Howard  has  a  world  of  experience 
when  it  comes  to  travel.  He  has  visited  nearly 

all  50  states  and  has  made  trips  to  many  countries  outside  of  the  United  States.  He  travels  with  his 
wife,  Ephy,  and  their  daughter,  Caroline. 

One  of  Dr.  Howard's  family  goals  is  to  travel  to  all  50  states.  His  wife  is  closest  to  that  goal, 
having  visited  all  but  Hawaii.  Dr.  Howard  himself  has  traveled  to  all  but  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Mon- 
tana. His  daughter  has  missed  out  on  those  as  well  and  also  has  not  been  to  North  or  South  Dakota. 
New  York  is  one  of  Dr.  Howard's  favorite  places  within  the  states  to  travel.  He  and  his  family 
make  the  trip  three  or  four  times  a  year.  They  are  so  well-known  there  that  their  favorite  New  York 
restaurants  know  them  by  name,  and  he   said  a  Broadway  show  is  a  must  for  the  theater  enjoying 
family- 

On  the  subject  of  international  travel,  Dr.  Howard  admits  that  Berlin  feels  like  home.  He  has 
also  traveled  to  London,  Rome,  Paris,  Prague,  Budapest,  Amsterdam,  Madrid  and  Dublin.  He  said 
that  the  best  way  to  see  Europe  is  to  purchase  a  Eurail  pass  that  allows  a  person  to  travel  across  Eu- 
rope on  the  railway  system. 

Dr.  Howard  advises  anyone  wanting  to  travel  out  of  the  country  to  study  the  language  of  the 
country  he  plans  on  visiting.  "Being  familiar  with  the  language  helps  a  person  to  establish  a  real  con- 
nection with  the  people  of  the  country,"  he  says. 

Dr.  Howard  and  his  wife  enjoy  taking  their  daughter  on  "mystery  trips."  They  do  not  tell 
Caroline  when  the  trip  will  be  or  where  they're  going  but  instead  go  on  an  adventure.  One  of  their 
favorite  mystery  trips  was  to  Iceland,  and  one  of  their  more  recent  trips  was  to  Las  Vegas  where 

they  took  a  helicopter  ride  to  the  floor  of 
the  Grand  Canyon. 

Dr.  Howard  is  the  director  of  the 
Classical  and  Modern  Languages  depart- 
ment in  the  College  of  Communication 
and  Fine  Arts  at  Troy  University.  He  is 
well-known  amongst  the  students  as  the 
teacher  of  classical  mythology.  He  also 
teaches  classes  such  as  civilization  of 
Rome  and  Greece,  and  courses  in  Latin.

He's  the  chancellor  of  Troy  University.  Even  more,  he's  Uncle  Jack.  He  is.  in  fact,  the  man  who  represents 
Troy  University  both  locally  and  internationally.  He  is  Dr.  Jack  Hawkins  Jr. 

Hawkins  was  born  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  on  March  30,  1945.  He  graduated  from  Murphy  High  School  in  1962, 
the  year  he  went  down  to  the  local  Marines  recruiting  station  to  enlist,  but  after  taking  some  tests  the  recruiting 
officer  encouraged  him  to  attend  college. 

Hawkins  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of  Montevallo.  a  public  liberal  arts  school, 
in  1967.  He  spent  his  summers  in  Platoon  Leaders  Class,  an  officer-training  program,  and  after  graduation  was 
commissioned  a  second  lieutenant. 

After  basic  training  at  Camp  Lejeune,  Hawkins  was  assigned  to  Vietnam  as  the  leader  of  a  combat 
engineering  platoon  attached  to  the  Korean  Marine  Corps.  Although  his  platoon's  responsibilities  mainly  included 
daily  mine  sweeps,  patrols,  the  removal  of  booby  traps  and 
construction  projects,  Hawkins  did  see  combat.  He  received 
the  Purple  Heart,  the  Bronze  Star,  and  a  special  citation 
from  the  Korean  Marine  Corps  for  his  service. 

His  service  in  Vietnam  helped  Hawkins  to  form 
the  philosophies  that  have  served  him  throughout  his 
professional  life  in  higher  education,  according  to  the  book 
"Above  and  Beyond:  Former  Marines  Conquer  the  Civilian 
World." 

"When  you  are  in  a  combat  situation  with  brave 
men,  you  know  that  they  must  have  plenty  of  hope  in  their 
hearts  to  face  the  inevitable  terror  that  war  breeds,"  he 
said.  "Leadership,  when  stripped  to  the  barest  essentials, 
is  managing  that  hope.  It's  similar  in  civilian  life,  because 
the  people  you  lead  have  hopes  and  dreams  that  must  be 
considered;  it's  just  that  the  stakes  are  nowhere  near  as  high 
as  on  a  battlefield." 

Of  his  military  service,  Hawkins  has  said,  "Service 
as  a  United  States  Marine  has  had  a  profound  influence  on 
me  and  my  life.  No  other  experience  has  shaped  my  values, 
beliefs,  determination  and  'duty  above  self  philosophy  as 
didtheUSMC." 

Hawkins  left  active  duty  in  1970  and  earned  his 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Montevallo  in  1971 . 
He  served  as  an  assistant  dean  at  the  University  of  Alabama 
at  Birmingham  from  1971-1979  and  as  president  of  the 
Alabama  Institute  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  in  Talladega  from 
1979-1989.  He  earned  his  doctorate  from  the  University  o\' 
Alabama  in  1976. 

Hawkins  was  named  the  chancellor  of  Troy 
University  in  19X9.  He  leads  a  multi-campus  system 

serving  more  than  2X.000  students,  is  accountable  to  a  Board  of  trustees,  and  employs  more  than  1.200  lull-time 
faculty  and  staff. 

According  to  "Above  and  Beyond:  Former  Marines  Conquer  the  Ci\  ilian  World."  I  law  kms  was  attracted 
to  Troy  because  of  his  interest  in  the  military.  Tro\  Universit)  offers  educational  programs  on  more  than  50 
military  bases  in  14  states  and  six  foreign  countries  and  is  a  primal)  pro\  ider  o{~  Internet  programs  for  the  I  -  Arim 
U. 

I  law  kins  said  he  has  found  that  "the  same  principles  o\  leadership  so  \  ital  to  the  mission  of  the  Marines, 
such  as  teamwork,  loyalty,  recognition  and  integrity,  are  equall)  valuable  in  a  universit)  setting." 

According  to  Hawkins,  a  university's  ke>  mission  is  to  educate  its  students,  but  it  has  man)  different 
moving  parts.  "In  order  to  get  the  job  done  it's  important  for  the  leader  to  set  the  example."  he  said

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Hawkins  takes  his  job  as  chancellor  seriously,  viewing  the  university  as  a  living  organism,  one  that  he  said 
was  "almost  analogous  to  the  brick-laying  story  of  World  War  II."  A  man  on  the  street  asked  the  first  brick  mason  he 
encountered  what  he  was  doing,  to  which  the  mason  replied  'laying  brick.'  The  second  mason  he  asked  replied  that  he 
was  building  a  wall,  and  finally  the  third  mason  said  he  was  building  a  cathedral,  which  is  when  the  man  realized  what 


\ision  is. 


"We're  not  just  graduating  students  here,"  Hawkins  said.  "We're  building  a  great  university,  and  I  hope  that  in 
the  process  we're  adding  value  since  I  got  here  10  years  ago,"  Hawkins  said.  "I  can  honestly  say  that  I  believe  the  Troy 

degree  is  worth  more  today  than  it  was  a  decade  ago." 

Hawkins  believes  students  graduating  from  Troy 
University  are  able  to  adequately  compete  with  students 
graduating  from  larger  institutions  because  Troy  students 
receive  the  very  best  of  personal  attention. 

"Every  student  can  be  known  by  name  and  not  a 
number,"  he  said.  "Every  student  can  enjoy  a  personal 
experience  [and]  will  have  the  benefit  of  very  well-qualified 
faculty." 

Hawkins  believes  "the  undergraduate  program  at 
Troy  not  only  compares  favorably  with  those  other  larger 
institutions,  but  in  most  cases  is  far  better"  based  on  the 
acceptance  of  Troy  students  into  graduate  level  schools  in 
almost  every  discipline  managed  at  Troy  University. 

Hawkins  believes  the  local  and  international  growth 
Troy  University  has  experienced  recently  has  contributed 
to  a  richer  learning  environment  and  a  greater  awareness 
of  the  world  for  its  students.  He  believes  that  the  growing 
international  program  has  added  to  those  contributions, 
f  -IT  a    1  V  helping  students  be  more  globally  aware  and  competitive. 

Hawkins  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  awards 
over  the  course  of  his  professional  life.  He  was  honored 
by  the  University  of  Montevallo  in  1985  as  Distinguished 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  and  in  1999  was  presented  the  Golden 
Eagle  of  the  Year  Award  by  the  Alabama  Senior  Citizens 
Hall  of  Fame. 

He  was  the  recipient  of  the  2003  All-American 
Football  Foundation's  "Top  College  President"  award,  and 
in  2005  he  was  inducted  into  the  Murphy  High  School  Hall 
of  Fame.  In  2007,  Hawkins  was  named  the  Alabama  Citizen 
of  the  Year  by  the  Alabama  Broadcasters  Association. 

Hawkins'  family  includes  his  wife,  Janice,  and 
their  two  daughters,  Katie  and  Kelly.  He  is  the  proud 
grandfather  of  a  new  grandson  and  says  that  his  family  is 
the  core  of  his  existence. 

Outside  of  the  university,  Hawkins  enjoys  reading  and 
the  occasional  game  of  golf  although  he  admits  that  he's  not 
ver)  good.  He  enjoys  the  extracurricular  life  of  the  university  and  shows  his  support  for  athletics,  music  and  theater. 

"In  ;i  position  like  this  voui  vocation  almost  becomes  your  avocation,"  Hawkins  said.  "The  after-hours  life  of  the 
universit)  is  almo  I  ivnonymous  with  our  after-hours  life."

The  Honors  Convocation  is  an  anual  event  at  Troy  Uni- 
versity that  is  often  described  as  one  of  the  most  important 
nights  of  a  student's  life.  It  honors  students  who  have  been 
newly  inducted  into  honor  societies,  as  well  as  those  stu- 
dents who  are  receiving  scholarships  and  academic  recogni- 
tion. 

The  2008  Honors  Convocation  was  an  event  that,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.,  was  Troy  University's  equivalent 
to  the  Academy  Awards.  Dr.  Ed  Roach  presided  over  the 
convocation,  and  Hawkins  gave  a  welcoming  speech,  as  well 
as  introduced  the  keynote  speaker,  Albert  Head. 

Head  is  a  Troy  alumnus  and  what  Hawkins  referred  to  as 
a  "Renaissance  man,"  able  to  discuss  the  latest  exhibit  at  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  as  well  as  the  Giants  statis- 
tics. He  was  a  member  of  the  1968  Troy  State  University 
championship  football  team,  but  he  also  knew  defeat  on  the 
football  field.  He  said,  though,  that  those  experiences  taught 
him  many  life  lessons. 

Head  said  he  learned  a  lot  in  his  four  years  at  Troy,  but 
the  main  thing  he  learned  is  best  summed  up  in  the  words 
of  E.E.  Cummings:  "It  takes  courage  to  grow  up  and  find 
who  you  truly  are." 

Head  has  come  to  believe  the  words  of  Theodore 
Roosevelt:  "Far  better  it  is  to  dare  mighty  things,  to  win 
glorious  triumphs  even  though  checkered  by  failure,  than 
to  rank  with  those  poor  spirits  who  neither  enjoy  nor  suffer 
much  because  they  live  in  the  gray  twighlight  that  knows 
neither  victory  nor  defeat." 

Head  challenged  students  that  "while  you're  doing- 
mighty  things,  learn  from  losing  as  well  as  winning."  He 
said  that  we  have  to  learn  to  prepare  and  that  in  preparing, 
we 


must  learn  the  path  of  hard  work  and  not  the  path  of  least 
resistance,  and  that  we  must  learn  to  appreciate  and  demand 
great  things. 

"Troy  University  is  on  the  cutting  edge  of  education 
in  Alabama,  the  United  States  and  the  world,"  he  said.  "It  is 
daring  mighty  things."
